| Scenes at the Death-Bed—The Details of 


His Long and Busy Career. 


THE DEATH-BED. 
_ SCENES IN THE LAST HOURS. 

Kenosua, Wis.. March 25/—(Special.]— 
The Hon. T. O. Howe, Postmaster-General, 
died here today after a brief Ulness. He ar- 
rived in this city from Washington two 
weeks ago last Thursday in excellent health 
and spirits. He remarked While here at that 
time that his health had never been better. 
After spending a few days with his nephew, 
Col. James H. Howe, he went to Green Bay, 
his old home, where he rémained a week 
visiting friends and attending to private 
business. On Sunday. one week ago, he 
walked about half a mile in the driving 
storm which, prevailed OW that day, and 
contracted a severe cold. He returned to 
this city on Monday feelthg quite unwell, 
but was still able to be up @ good portion of 
the time until Thursday, when. he was taken 
worse, but was not considered seriously ill. 
He had some fever during Thursday night, 
but on Friday was feelin@ comfortable all 
day. He spent a comfortable night Friday 
night, and on Saturday momim was feeling 
so much better that under the advice of Dr. 
Isham, of Chicago, the attending physician, 
his son was telegraphed by Col. J. H. Howe 
that it was unnecessary for him to come. 
Judge Howe continued to feel better all day 
Saturday, so much so that under the advice 
of the physicians Col Howe telegraphed 
again last night that he hau made very de- 
cided improvementeduring the day. At no 
t uneasiness been felt 
about his condition, and it was supposed he 
would be able to proceed to 1 coum in a 


few days. 
THE CHANGE. 


Last night about 11 o'clock, however, he 
was taken worse, so much 80 that absent 
members of the family were telegraphed for 
to come on the first train. He 
continued to grow worse until about 
2 o’clock this afternoon, when 
he passed away withept a struggle. 
He was in full possession of his reasoning 
faculties until about 10 o’cloek this morning. 
After that he was at times flighty, 
but recognized his daughter, who arrived at 
II o’elock from Washinaton, having started 
before the summons was received. He made 
no mention of his approaching death, and it 
is not known whether he realized that death 


was so near at hand or not. His son and 


son-in-law have not yet arrived, but are ex- 
pected here on Tuesday morning. The re- 
mains will be interred at Green Bay in the 
family plat by the side of his wife. No 
further arrangements have been made in re- 
gard to the funeral obsequies. 

ADDITIONAL PETAILS 

Kenosna, Wis.,. March 25,—[ Special. 1— 
Postinaster-General Timothy Howe died in 
this city this afternoon. Mr. Howe came 
here on Monday last to visit with relatives 
for afew days before returning to his official 
duties at Washington. Before coming he 
had been at his home in Green Bay, and had 
visited Appleton, Oshkosh, and otheer cities 
in the northern part of the State. A week 
ago today he took a long walk in a driving 
snow-storm and contracted a severe cold. 
Ulis immediate friends urged him to re- 
main there until the difficulty § arising 
from the attack should pass away 
but on Monday, feeling no worse, he star ted 
for this city, his friends at Green, Bay be- 
lieving that all danger was passed. me tg 
here he experienced the same feeling of il 
ness, but nothing serious was feared. ‘Tues- 
day symptoms of pneumoniaset in. He was 
not confined to his bed, however, till Thurs- 
day, when, his symptoms becoming alarin- 
ing, Dr. Isham, of Chicago, was summoned, 
As the result of the physician’s ministra- 
tions the symptoms of the case im- 
proved, and Mr. Howe became so much 
better that it was hoped and believed 
that all danger was at an end. Sat- 
urday night, however, a sudden change 
for the worse took place, and dispatches 
were forwarded to Washington and other 
points addressed to the family and immedi- 
ate friends of the sick man asking them to 
come here on the first train. Mr. Howe con- 
tinued to grow worse until 2 o’clock this 
afternoon, when he passed away. He re- 
mained perfectly conscious till about 10 
o’clock this morning and suffered but very 
little. After that hour he wandered some- 
what in his mind, and his utterances at such 
time showed that his official duties weighed 
upon his mind up to the moment of 
his death He was conscious at times, 
and at 11 o’clock showed unmistakable evi- 
dence that he recognized his daughter, who 
arrived from Washington at that hour. 7 
death was peaceful and without pain. 
seemed to pass away as though entering 
upon a natural sleep, and for some moments 
after death it was almost impossible to de- 
cide that he was not simply asleep. The 
funeral will take place at Green Bay, but no 
day has been, set and no arrangements have 
been perfected for the service. Mr. Howe 
died at the hcme of his nephew, Col. J. II. 
Howe. He came to this « * two weeks ago, 
when he first arrived from Washington, and 
spent several days here. He was then in ex- 
cellent health. tle went from here to Green 
Bay, and his intention was to return here 
and complete his visit before returning to 
Washington. 

Judge Howe’s wife diedin 1881, and his 
only surviving relatives are his son Frank, 
daughter, Mrs. Totten, wife of Col. E. Tot- 
ten, Washington; his nephew, Col. James 

Howe; and his niece, Miss Grace Howe, 
of Kenosha. 


AT THE.CAPITAL. 
A TERRIBLE SHOCK TO ALL. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 25.—[Special.] 
—* Frank, your father is dead.” It was in 
this cruel mauner that a comparative 
Stranger informed young Mr. Howe upon 
the street this afternoon that his tather was 
ho more. ‘The shock which the son received 
was scarcely greater than that felt by the 
entire community this evening when it be- 
came known, and the surprise was less, for 
dispatches which had been received by mem- 
bers of the family during the day had pre- 
pared them for 4 fatal termination 
af Judge Howe’s — illness. Assist- 
ant Postmaster-General IIatton, early 
this afternoon, received a dispatch 
from Kenosha indicating that Judge Howe’s 
illness had become of a more alarming char- 
acter. He immediately dispatched a mes- 
senger to the President and to the house of 
Judge Howe. This messenger had hardly 
left when another dispatch came indicating 
still more alarming conditions, and soon after 
came the news of his death.

THE PRESIDENT’S GRIEF. 

The death of the Postmaster-General, out- 
side of his immediate family, will bring sin- 
cere grief to no one more than to the Presi- 
dent of the United States and to the remain- 
ing members of his Cabinet.. And to Judge 
Foiger, who is himself lying upon a bed of 
2 the news, when his * permit 
be broken to him, will be a terrible 
shock. They were nearly of the same age, 
their habits were judicial, amd, though cour 
8 ve strangers before they had entered the 

‘abinet, their relations had become of the most 
cordial character. - The President had 
learned to look upon Judge Howe as one of 
the most trusted of his counselors, and. while 
the Postmaster-General seldom voluntered 
opinions, there was no one about the Execu- 
tive council-chamber to whom the President 
more readily turned for suggestions than to 
the late Postmuster-General. President Ar- 
thur was very much affected by the death of 
Gen, Gartield; he was much shocked by the 
death in the’ White Ilouse, on last New 
Year’s-Day, of the Hawaiian Minister, 
Judge Allen; he was more shocked tonight 
when tbe news came that Judge Howe 
was dead, It is very probable that, in view 
of this death, the President will forego his 
expected pleasure-trip te Florida. o gen- 
tlemen who conversed with the President 
this evening upon the death df Judge Howe 
Gen. Arthur spoke ot him in the highest 
terms. 

Frank Hatton left the Cabinet officers at 
their homes, and himself very narrowly es- 
ca death on returning, the livery-horses 
attached to the coupé ming excited and 
running with the carriage for nearly two 
miles over the smooth pavements before they 
could stopped. Mr. Hatton, speaking 
of the death of Judge howe tonight. 
said he felt as if he had lost a father. The 
loss was to him a personal one, and he said 
that he did not feel that, shocked as he had 
been by the news, he couid give adequate 
expression to his sense of loss. 

HIGH EULOGY. 

Of Judge Howe in his capacity as an ex- 
ecutive officer Mr. Hatton spoke in the high- 
est terms. He said he doubted whether an 
officer had yet been in that department who 
had taken such pains to familiarize him- 
self with every detail and who 
knew so much 
of the public service. His method 
of work was peculiar. it was quite un dem- 
onstrative, but it was thorough, and the 

uestions which he asked of all of his sub or- 

inates indicated that he had become master 
of the subjects which came under his im- 
portant supervision, and the subordinates 
themselves soon learned that their chief was 


not to be satisfied with superficial knowl- | 


edge. 

Assistant-Postmaster-General Elmer was 
searcely less affected than Mr. Hatton. He, 
too, said that he regarded the loss as a per- 
sonal one. Of Mr. Howe’s administration 
of the department he said he could not 
speak in too igh terms. Mr. Elmer 
himself is credited with very many of the 
reforms which have been inaugurated, but 
speaking of Judge Howe, he said he 
deserved the credit for new methods of ad- 
ministration and for the general high char- 
acter to which the service bas been brought. 
Gen. Elmer said that, so far as his know!l- 
edge of the department went, he did not 
think that any of the pred rs of Judge 
Howe had exceeded that official in his pains- 
taking researches, or in the thorough knowl- 
edge which he had of all the details of de- 
partmental affairs. 

Col. Totten said this evening after he had 
heard the news of the death of Postmaster- 
General Howe that when that gentleman 
left Washington two weeks ago he was in 
better health than for seventeen years. 
Private business called him to Green Bay,

AT MILWAUKEE. 
RECEPTION OF THE SAD INTELLIGENCE. 
MILWAUKEE, Wis., March 25.—([Special. |— 
The news of the death of Postmaster-Gen- 
eral Howe was not received till this evening, 
and as no information had been made pub- 
lic that led to apprehensions concerning the 
state of his health the news caused as much 
surprise as itdid grief. A report was cur- 
rent in a limited eircie last night to the ef- 
fect that Mr. Howe was ill, but there was 
nothing in the nature nor in the origin of 
the report calculated to create any apprehen- 
sion, and little attention was paid to it. 
When the first report of his death was 
received this evening it was not 
believed, and it was not until confirmation 
came that the report was generally accepted. 
Dispatches of inquiry from leading politi- 
cians of the country, from friends of Mr. 
Howe, and from newspaper offices in the 
East have been pouring in all the evening. 
Mr. Howe was personally known to all the 
leading men and old settlers of this city and, 
this part of the State. Personally, he was a 
most genial, social gentleman, and was a 

eat favorit with all classes ot people. itis 

oteworthy fact that the Lives of Emi- 
— Men of Wisconsin.” a book of over a 
thousand pages, makes no mention of Mr. 
Howe. 

NATURAL MODESTY. 

„The History of Wisconsin,“ another im- 
mense volume, does not even refer to him. 
This is accounted foreby the fact that Mr. 
Howe was a very modest man, and disliked 
above all things to have the appearance of 
parading himself or his record before the 
public, and hence he did not follow the fash- 
ion of the average cheap “great men” and 
furnish mateffal for biographical sketches 
of himself: Mr. Howe was a native of 
Maine, born at Livermore, that State, Feb. 
24, 1816, and was conseguently 67 years 
old. In boyhood he received a 
fair academic education, but did not attend 
college. He selected the profession of the 
law as his calling, and at an early age was 
admitted to the bar. He made an excellent 


record as ah attorney, and early entered the 
field of politics. In 1845 he was a member of 
the Legislature of his native State, He came 
West with the tide of emigration that set out 
from New England that year, and settled in 
Wisconsin. He immedlately took a high 
rank as @ lawyer of marked ability. ‘The ju- 
dicial cast of his mind him to 
look fora place on the bench, and in 1850 
he was elected one of the Justices of the 
Supreme Court of the State. He acquired a 
wide reputation among jurists for the 
breadth — profundity of his legal knowl- 
edge. In 1855 he voluntarily retired to pri- 
vate life. 
AS A PARTY LEADER. 

He took a 2 — 4 e 
of the Republican party in this e, and in 
the — thenee ot 1861 he took his seatin 
the United States Senate. So popular did his 
course in that position prove to be to the 
people of Wisconsin that he was reélected in 
1867, and again in 1873.

POLITICAL CAREER. 
A LONG AND BUSY LIFE. 
Wasarneton, D. C., March 25.—[Special.] 
—Timothy O. Howe was born at Livermore, 
Me., Feb. 24, 1816. He received a common- 


school and an academic education, and stud- 


ied law at Elisworth, the present residence 
of Senator Hale. In 1839 he was admitted to 
the bar and immediately entered upon prac- 
tice at Readfield. At that time Mr. Howe 
was an ardent Whig, and a devoted admirer 
of Henry Clay. One of his curious experi- 
ences as Postmaster-General was that re- 


‘cently a clerk, who had been searching some 


musty files of the department, brought to 
him a record showing his original appoint- 
mentas Postmaster at some village in Maine 
about the year 1841. In 1844 he was elected 
to the Legislature of Maine as a Whig, serv- 
ing with William Pitt Fessenden, who sub- 
sequently was Secretary of the Treasury for 
a portion of the time that Mr. Howe was 
United States Senator. Mr. Howe took an 
active part in the discussion in the Maine 
Legislature, and was regarded as a young 
man of unusual promise. He always main- 
tained his friendly relati with his native 
State, which he frequently\yisited. 
COMING WESA, _- 

The West offered attraction 
he could not find in Maine, the latter 

art of 1845 Mr. Howe moved te to Wisconsin 
Territory. and opened a law office at Green 
Bay, then a smal! village, separated from 
the more thisk!y-setéled be, portions of the Ter- 
ritory by a wide and 8 delt ot forest. For 
three years he devoted himself to the- ha 
work of a pioneer lawyer. Upon the admis- 
sion of Wisconsin to the Union as a State, 
in 1848, he became the Whig candidate for 
Congress, but was defeated. In 1850 he was 
elected a J udge of the Circuit and Supreme 
Courts of Wisconsin, a position which he 
heid until 1855, when he resigned to re- 
enter the practice of his 3 rofession, which 
he found more lucrative. uring a portion 
of his term as Judge he was Chief Justice of 
the Supreme Court, and has been add 
as Judge ever since. Upon the organization 

of the Republican party Wisconsin in 
1s4, Mr. Howe took an active part, publish- 
ing a letter heartily indorsing the new move- 
ment. In 1897, two yearsafter his retirement 
froin the bench, he became a candidate for 
the United States Senate, but failed to re- 
ceive tite nomination because he would not 
subscribe to certain State-rights doctrines 
then popular in Wisconsin, 

IN THE SENATE. 

Ille was more successful, however, in 1861, 
when he was elected to "the United States 
Senate to succeed Charles Durkee, and he 
took his seat in 1861; was reélected in 1867, 
and again reéleted in 1873. Mr. Howe was 
eighteen years continuously in the Senate. 
From that date the career of Judge 
llowe as a public man is well known. 
He served on many important committees, 
and was one of the earliest advocates of 
emancipation, of universal suffrage, and of 
the right and expediency of abolish Ter- 
ritorial Governments in the South. In the 
notable Thirty-uinth Congress, in which the 
policy of the Republican party was inaugu- 
rated in the South, he was one of the most 
radical of radicais. He agreed with Charles 
Sumner. that the Southern States had for- 
feited their sovereignty, that portions of 
the territory should be admitted gradually, 
as fast as the loyalty of the people was as 
sured. He agreed with Sumner that 
State lines South should be abalished, and 
that there should be something at least upen 
the map of the country to indicate that trea- 
son is a crime. But, out-voted by 
those who favored this policy of recon- 
struction, he gave in his adherence to the 
most radical method of reconstruction that 
was found practicable by the majority of his 
party. Throughout the days of Grant he 
was one of the most enthusiastic of his advo- 
cates, and when the Liberal movement 
of 1872 began he became one of the most en- 
ergetic of Gen. Grant’s defenders. 

A GOOD RECORD. 

In the Thirty-seventh Congress Mr. Howe 
introduced a bill to repeal the Fugitive Slave 
law. This action was instigated by a letter 
of the Attorney-General, Edward Bates, to 
the United States Marshal of Kanoas, in 
which the following passage occurred: “It 
is the President’s constitutional duty to take 
care that the laws be faithfully executed, 
That means all the laws.

coast and Oregon. ‘The Chronicle will say 
in summing up the reports: The agricult- 
ural outlook for the State as gathered from 
unusually full crop reports from various 
counties is gloomy. There is no object in 
disguising the fact that without a good 
rain in the next fortnight the main cereal 
crop will be a total or partial failure. The 
whole question of a good or bad year hinges 
on the prospect of showers, which usually 
come at this season. The eguinoctial has 
passed without rains in all counties, with not 
more than half a dozen exceptions. 
The wivter-sown wheat and grass were 
burned up by the drouth, and they will not 
yield more than half a crop with rain. With- 
out it they will be a total failure. In all 
counties farmers planted more than the 
usual acreage, but the wheat, barley, and hay 
crops will not average more than half that 
of last year. To offset this bad show- 
ing, the prospect for fruit is re 
ported to be very good, and the acreage 
of bearing vines and trees was greatly in- 
creased. rom North Siskiyou and Shasta a 
halt crop of grain is reported, while the yield 
of fruit promises to fair. In Tehama, 
Lake, Napa, and Solanethe reports are more 
cheerful. lp all these counties the yield of 
grapes will be large, while the grain is not 
seriously injured, The same may also 
reported fromthe coast counties of San 
Mateo, Santa Cruz, and Monterey, where 
heavy fogs have compensated for the lack 
of showers. In Monterey and in the Pajaro 
Valley, grain onthe adobe lands is spotty 
from the drouth. Inthe great wheat-grow- 
ing Counties of Colusa, San Joaquin, Yolo, 
Sacramento, Fresno, Kern, and ulare, 
the outlook is very bad. Grain 
and hay will be almost a total failure without 
good rains, 
in Colusa and San Joaquin there will be 
about one-fourth of a good crop of wheat, 
while feed will be scarce. In Fresno, Tulare, 
and Kern the snowfall in the mountains 
which supplies the rivers was slight, hence 
even irrigated fields will suffer for want of 
water, and the fruit is about all these three 
counties can depend on. In all three the 
farmers anticipated this result by a very 
light sowing of winter wheat and barley. 
In Kern 260 acres were putin cotton with 
a prospect of a good yield, while hops have 
also been largely planted. 
The semi-tropical belt, including Los 
Angeles, Santa Barbara, San Louis Obispo, 
San Bernardino, and San Diego, makesa 
good showing this year, because it received 
several good rains in February. Los Angeles 
has 110,000 acrés in wheat and barley, and 
the wine and raisin crops promise to be the 
largest ever known in Southern California. 
In Santa Barbara there is a largely increased 
acreage of rain and fruit, and all crops look 
well. In San Louis Obispo and San Diego 
the outiook for mixed crouse Ss geod, but the 
wheat isin good condition teed scarce. 
Later reports tonight show that rain fell 
this afternoon and evening at Chico, Mendo- 
cino, Petaluma, Vailejo, Stockton, Scranton, 
Marysville, Redwood City, and Red Bluff. 
while heavy showers are reported in Oregon 
and all along the northern coast. In the 
southern counties no rain fell. 
from the south, with indications of more rain 
tonight, The rainfall in this city and vicinity 
is very slight. 
Epinpure, Ind., March 24.— [Editor of The 
einn 7 editorial on the wheat 
outlook in California in today’s TRIBUNE 
there is an important explanation of her re- 
ports overlooked. You will remember 
prices were much lower on the crop of 1880 
than for the preceding year, ana California 
earried over from 20,000,000 to 25,000,000 
bushels into 1881. While the yield for 1881 
in most of the winter-wheat States was ligh 
California had a good crop. Hence, she coul 
export in 1881-82 all the department creaits 
her with, and still have bread and seed 
enough left. Indeed it was most fortunate 
for the whole country in 1881 that the Pacific 
Slope had such a large surplus and so good a 
crop. That 25,000,000 from 1880, with re- 
serves in -tirst hands in the winter-wheat 
States, and the 15,000,000 in sight on July 1, 
1881, went a great ways in keeping prices with- 
in reasonably moderate limits. It does not 
now seem probable that our prudential re- 
serve will exceed, if indeed it shall equal, on 
July 1, 1888, that of 1881, while many look 
upon the prospect now for a good crop as 
little better than that season.

FINANCIAL. 
THE “ HERALD’s” REVIEW. 

"New York, March 25.—[Special.|—In its 
review of the money market the Herald will 
say tamorrow: Last week on ’Change was 
the dullest of many months, and was singu- 
larly free from events of financial interest, 
The vulture of tight money continued to 
torment the stock market, as did the unelean 
bird of mythology the liver of Prometheus, 
although everybody knows that the guild of 
brokers has had no chance to play with the 
fire of an excited market for many a day, or 
add in any way to the warmth of 
its bank account. Still, tight money 
devoured every other consideration, 
as it well might, seeing how it. hungered 
after high rates and got them, too. The 
average price for call loans may be quoted 
as pivoting near or upon the point of 12 per 
cent, although it tilted as far as 25 per cent 
upon one occasion, and 4 per cent upon 
another—the first being unquestionably as 
much too high asthe second was too low, 
while both, to some extent, were artificial. 
A combination of circumstances had tended 
to stiffen the loan market, the most legiti- 
mate being the preparation for the usual 
April settlements (whereby money has 
drifted away into the country banks), and 
next the large sums required to carry the 
mass of new securities listed during the 
last two or three years upon the Stock Ex- 
change. After these came the absorption of 
capital by the speculation in corn, wheat, 
petroleum, cotton, and other commodities; 
the flow of currency into the Government 
coffers—going in with a rush and coming 
out with a dribble; the demands of a reviv- 
ing trade; the requirements of vast sums for 
improvements of real estate and for building 
enterprises, and last, and perhaps not least, 
the artificial tying up of funds by unscrupu- 
lous speculators. With all these things pull- 
ing together, it. is no wonder that 
money has got into a hard knot. How td 
loosen it, or as to what the probabilities are 
of its loosing itself, is occupying the atten- 
tion of both financial and commercial circles. 
Happily, there are already indications tha: 
the knot is yielding and these are apparent 
in the low rates for foreign exchange, which 
invite further gold shipments; in the in- 
crease of bank reserves; in the interest and 
pension disbursements by the Government 
and finally in the return, after the lst of April, 
of currency sent to the country banks to as- 
sist in the yearly settlement and to the 


South and West to move produce and crops. 
The outlook, therefore, is favorable to easi- 
er money, and this is the view taken by 

rominent banks and bankers. Stock mar- 
cet prices were remarkable for two charac- 
teristics—to-wit: their intense dullness and 
their irresistible strength. Instead of going 
to pieces, as has heretofore been their history 
under like conditions, values have been firm- 
ly sustained, and in individual instances 
even advanced. This fact leads some people 
to believe that the stock market, with its 
usual contrariety, will break down the mo- 
ment that the prevailing danger is removed; 
but this is the opinion of pessimists, and does 
not seem to be warranted by the improved 
condition of trade, the extraordinary rail- 
road earnings, and the great export of our 
surplus products, 

THE “ TRIBUNE’S’’ VIEW. 

The Tribune’s financial editorial tomorrow 
will say: Last week the banks relatively 
improved their position, but only by a vigor- 
ous contraction of loans. The average of 
loans is now less than it has been at any 
other time this year, and the conclusion can 
hardly be avoided that the banks were un- 
wise in expanding so rapidly as they did in 
Fdbruary. From the minimum of $304,000,- 
000 early in ember loans rose to $317,- 
000,000 at the beginning of January; 
after a month without much change 
they suddenly rose from 8816,40. 800 
Feb. 3 to $327.472,200 March 3, and have now 
declined to $312,879,100. An expansion of 
$11,000,000 in four weeks, followed by a con- 
traction of $14,600,000 in three weeks, does 
not manifest much sagacity. While the banks 
were expending in February the reserves 
were all the time running down rapidly, and 
a surplus of $10,040,000 Jan. N was changed 
to a deficit of $2,300,000 March 3. For four 
weeks now the banks have reported a deficit 
in three weeks of $5,000,000. and the main 
causes—accumulation of money by the 
Treasury and need of money at the West to 
pay for 138 shipped—are still in opera- 
tion, and could have been surely foreseen. It 
seems to be the fact that some banks made 
tg loans in aid of speculation in February, 
and have since been cramped iu their rela- 
tions with commercial business. 

The daily publication of Treasury balances 
at Washington shows how far the unavoid- 
able accumulation of money has proceeded. 
On the ist the gold not covered by certifi- 
cates amounted to $135,107,161, and on Satur- 
day last to $142,534,815, so that the Treasury 
has gained about $7,400,000. This is not 
more than it needed to gain in order to meet 
the interest due next week. The gain in 
silver weeks has been insignificant. More- 
over, the ‘very low state ot the 
gold reserve Feb. .l—only $125,647,894 
~—should have admonished everybod 
that for some months the Treasury woul 
be compelled to recuperate. Its reserve 
is now less than it was Dec. 1, though its 
holdings of useless silver have increased. As 
was shown in recent dispatches from Wash- 
ington, at least $50,000,000 will be required 
for pensions and bond redemptions before 
July 1, while the loss in internal revenue on 
account of the repeal of the taxes will be 

6,500,000, unless the receipts from the 
whisky tax should increase. The failure of 
some holders and the combined movement to 
export spirits to Canada seem to render such 
an increase doubtful. The revenue for the 
rest of the fiscal yearis exhausted, and it is 
unreasonabie to expect another call for 
bonds. 

MOVEMENT OF SPECIE. 

The money market has some relief already 
from $4,071,574 in ares received last week, 
and this does not include $446,000 received 
on Saturday by the Fulda and Salier. 
Though a considerable part of these receipts 
was in bank last week, the resources 
declined, the Treasury having taken in 
$3,700,000 in excess of disbursements. But 
the prepayment of April interest will 
bring out a large sum, though it will be 
widely scattered. The amount sup- 

to have been shipped from 
zurope has now been received. Interior 
exchanges do not yet favor this 
city, and the unprecedented shipments of 
products at the West explain the ruling 
rates. It would be natural, on the other 
hand, that the purchases of imported goods 


are largely imported should not de large, in 
view of the fact that a considerable reduc- 
tion of duties is presentiy to take effect. 
Hence, although the purchases of the West 

and South are of fair amount tor the season, 
it is not strange that they do not correspond 
in magnitude with the unusual shipments of 
products eastward. 

Generally, the recent movement is the 
largest ever known at a time when navigation 
is closed.

Then an at- 
tempt was made to reconcile the delegates 
from the Ancient Order of Hibernians, who 
withdrew from the conference a week ago, 
and resolutions were offered requesting Dr.

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Recovery of the Bodies. 


An Immense Crowd of the Widews and 
Orphans as Lookers-On. 


the Search fer the Dead. 


Three Terribly Decomposed Bodies Discovered 
Up to Midnight—Later Details. 


Brarpwoop, III., March 25.—|Special.)]— 
It has been a gloomy but exciting Sunday in 
and around the desolated Village of Dia- 
mond, where five weeks ago nearly eighty 
of its inhabitants met their death by the de- 
stroying flood that had entered the Diamond 
shaft where they were working and swept 
them to their doom. From early morning 
until dark scattering groups of miners could 
be seen upon the broad prairie stretching 
away for miles, makmg their way to and 
from the scene of the fatal disaster, where 
it had been reported early last night 
that bodies would de disentombed 
early in the morning. The newly-made 
widows and orphans mingled with the great 
crowd of not less than 500 persons who were 
assembled in the vicinity of the main shaft 
intently watching the tedious work of 
pumping, and eagerly discussing the details 
of the horrible catastrophe which had drawn 
them there. Little children who had been 
made orphans clung to their parents’ dresses, 
and with childish curiosity viewed the surg- 
ing of the excited crowd that had assembled. 
while their mothers, with tears in their eyes, 
contemplated the terrible character of the 
affliction which had overtaken them. 
HEARTRENDING GKIEF OF THE WIDOWED. 

Among the many women who stood near 
the shaft was Mrs. Harie Edie, whose hus- 
band, to whom she had been married only 
two months, was swept away by the dreadful 
rush of the water into the mine. The deso- 
late creature sat upon a low box, with her 
head between her hands, and wept bitter- 
ly. -“* How long will it be,“ she said to some 
one near her, “before they will be taken 
out?“ And when told that it would be at 
least twenty-four hours she moaned piteous- 
ly and had to be led away by some compas- 
sionate woman who stood near. Mrs. Neil, 
who lost her husband and son, stood in 
in the crowd of lookers-on with her young 
baby in her arms, weeping bitterly and be- 
wailing her loss. A short distance from the 
shaft could be seen a little group of miners 
who were talking in a low but excited voice. 
* I know well enough that they have found 
bodies, and are holding back the knowledge 
which they possess,” said one of the men. 

es,“ chimed in another, “there was a 
certain party in the mine who located twenty- 
five or thirty of the bodies, but denied it 
when he came up.“ 

From the drift of the conversation it was 
evident that none of them knew that any of 
the bodies had been found, and it remained 
for the news to leak out when the 3 o’clock 
Denver“ from Chicago brought Tur Tan- 
UNE, in which appeared the exclusive pub- 
lication of the facts. So well in fact had the 
secret been kept from even other mine offi- 
cials that this morning. before the papers ar- 
rived no one but those connected with the 
Diamond knew anyphing’about the true state 
of affairs, and these persons refused to verify 
the rumors that were set afloatin regard to 
the bodies. 5 

EXCITEMENT OF THE CROWD. 

When the account in Tue TrisuNE was 
read great excitement at once prevailed, and 
the facts in the case thoroughly discussed. 
By some it was thought strange that the in- 
formation had been withheld by the mine 
officials, but the best posted and most reason- 
able men agreed that it was right that it 


fact that should it have been prematurely an- 
nounced the result would only have delayed 
the recovery of the bodies, which recovery 
was impossible yesterday. Upon the receipt 
of the news the Diamond officials were be- 
sieged with questions as to when and how 
the search would be made and by whom, but 
they were unwilling to give any information 
to any one. Applications began to ured 
in by the miners who had friends “buried, 
asking to be appointed upon the searching 
squads, but they were all refused except 
where a good, practical miner made the re- 
quest, It was very evident from the excite- 
ment that already exists that it will reach a 
dangerous pitch when the bodies begin, to 
come up, and fears are entertained that the 
posse of special police which has been organ- 
ized will be inadequate to do the work of 
keeping back thecurious crowd and anxious 
friends. The fences which were erected yes- 
terday will afford no barrier to such a crowd, 
and the main resistance must be given by the 
Sheriff and his men. Even old miners dit 
not approximate a supposition as to the ex- 
citement that would prevail that has iu any 
measure equaied the reality. The least un- 
usual movement at the shaft was the signal 
for a grand rush by the crowd, and 
the prevalence of the wildest excite- 
ment. On one occasion during the morn- 
ing everything seemed quiet, when a 
mischievous small boy in the crowd that 
was standing near the shaft shouted 
at the top of his voice, “Whose coat is 
that.” pointing to the cage, upon which not 
a thing could be seen. A regular stampede 
was made toward the shaft, and the frail 
fence that is built around the entrance gave 
way with the great pressure brought against 
it by the crowd in their frantic endeavors to 
see something. 
ARRANGEMENTS FOR THE SEARCH. 

When it was ascertained that the fact of 
the finding of the two bodies had been. pub- 
lished, and that the people were aware of the 
fact, a consultation of the various min- 
ing Superintendents on the prairie was held 
at the office of the Diamond Comvauy to 
take action as to the best course to pursue, 
The feeling was there evinced that the re- 
covery of the bodies must at once take place, 
but they debated the fact as to whether it 
should be done during the day, while the 
crowd were assembled, or wait until night, 
when the operations could be conducted in 
a more secret manner, and without so much 
attending excitement. Various opinions 
were expressed as to the best methods to be 
pursued, but it was finally determined that 
the following program should be carried 
out in detail: Arrangements were to be per- 
fected by which it would be possible to post- 
pone the seareh for the bodies until about 8 
o’clock this evening, when the bert would 
f° down and at once begin work. ‘The pub- 
ic were to be informed that it would be im- 
possibie for an entrance to be made to the 
mine before tomorrow morning, as the work 
of bradishing would not be compieted by 
that time and the air. got to circulating. 
When everything was declared ready for the 
search, the party, consisting of twelve men, 
were to go to the engine-hou provide 
themselves with rubber-coats, “it safety- 
lamps, and report to Superintendent Mackie, 
of the Diamoud Mine, wo was to head the 
expedition. 

THE SEARCHING PARTY. 

The party having assembled in the shades 
of night at the mouth of the shaft were to

PEOPLE FLOCKING IN FROM ALL DIREC-

The excitement that was early evident to 
an observer in and around the Village ef 
Diamond instead ot wearing off as the day 
advanced grew to a higher pitch, and the 
greatcrowd that had been re&énforeed by 
special train-loads of people pour 
all directions by 4 o’clock was thoroughly 
agitated at the prospect of soon seeing the 
removal ot the dead bodies. About noon 
a special traih consisting of three passenger- 
coaches and an engine pulled out of 
the Braidwood depot bound for 
the scene of the disaster, and 
having on board a large delegation of 
miners and others from Braceville and Wil- 
mington. The train arrived at the mine in 
about twenty minutes, and the curfosity- 
seekers allowed to disembark. There were 
cvilected about the sbaft a crowd of at 
least 1.500 persons, male and female. The 
early part of the aftegnoon was a busy one 
for mine officials, who were domg all in 
their power to gt matters into shape so that 
the night search which was to be made 
pg be conducted to a successful termina- 

on. 

GETTING EVERYTHING IN READINESS FOR 
THE EXPLORING PARTY. 

The old air-fan which bad been riggéd up 
the day before yesterday was found to be of 
no value until the air-shaft had been boarded 
up to make it air-tight, and a part of the 
force of men en were set to work to 
remedy this evil. A party of pitmen were let 
down into the mine about 1 o’clock provided 
with picks, shovels, and other implements by 
means of which they were to remove any ob- 
structions that might exist in the passage 
leading to the spot where thetwo bodies were 
found and the point where the searchers 
were to commence their work. For 
four hours the cages were Kept bus 
by these men in raising the matter excava 
consisting of the débris.of the caved-in-roof. 
No attempt at discovery was made by 
men, and consequently nothing was seen 
that would indicate their existence there, but 
about 4 o’clock a secret exploring party was 
sent down into the 2 to make private 
search and locate, if possible, other bodies 
than the two which were found yesterday 
morning. ‘The party quietly stole out from 
the engine-room decked in the rubber suits 
and without being seen by the anxious erowd 
that was looking on eager to grasp any new 
feature ot the work. They were slowly low- 
ered until the bottom was reached. The 
steam from the pumps that were working in 
the air apartment of the main shaft made the 
descent very disagreeable, but when the bot- 
tom was reached the air was found to be in 
a very pure state, with searcely any indica- 
tions of either black or fire damp. The dim 
lights of the working party could be seen a 
few yards down the south corridor, and the 
dull elick of picks as they drove 
them into the failen soapstone 
came to the ears of the members of the party 
with a dull leaden sound. Following the 
light of the lamps ahead, the party entered 
the south working, and took up their 2 
toward the trap-dvor which it was thought 
stood between them ang a number of the bod- 
ies of the dead. As party came nearer to 
the working gang, and as the nar- 
rowed, the air became more foul, and the 
smell of the burning wicks in the lamps 
made the breathing very oppressive and dif- 
ficult. The men who were at 
work were removing a large pile 
ot stone which had fallen from the roof, and 
they went at their difficult task with a will, 
determined to rush things. Passing this 
party the exploration was carried further 
inte the depths of the miue, and after a turn 
in the roadway had been reached the much- 
talked-of trap-door could be plainly seen 
barricaded with fallen stone and timbers. At 
the side of the timbers which supported the 
roof, as wellas answered for the gateway, 
had been washed out quite a large opening, 
through which the miner who was leading 
the way crawled on his hands and knees. 

REACHING THE BODIES AT LAST. 

Finding that there was no damp beyond the 
door, the rest of the party entered and there 
beheld the ghastly vision that had greeted 
the party who had discovered the bodies the 
night before. Upon the floor of the heavily 
timbered mule stable was the form of one of 
the two dead men who had before been seen, 
Ile lay upon his face, his hands under his 
body, and the great size to which his body 
was swollen gave evidence of the 
fact decomposition. had 
in. Without touching the

and, holding out his lamp over a large pile 
of stone and coal, the rays revealed the form 
of another dead man, lying face downward 
upon the stone, where the relentless flood in 
itsebb had left him. His coat, which hung

MORE HORRIBLE DISCOVERIES. 

Not two feet from this horrible spectacle 
was seen a miner’s hat, whieh had apparent- 
ly been left there by the water, but what was 
the horror and ee te of the 
party when the guides picked 
it. up to find that it covered 
the face ofa man almost wholly buried by 
the mass of stone upon which the other un- 
fortunate man lay. The sight was a ghastly 
one, the features made visible by the faint 
light of a lamp were fearfully colored and 
bloated, while the same scar which had been 
noticed by the previous party was visible, 
extending almost across the forehead and 
down nearly to the ear. a 

THE SEARCH TEMPORARILY SUSPENDED. 

Unable to withstand the offensive odor that 
was emitted by the dead bodies the 8 re- 
treated and arranged wit the 
pit boss to have the way opened 
80 that the foul smell would 
be carried off. The leader of the expedition, 
after the exit from the mine had been made, 
reported to Manager Fordyce and Superin- 
tendent Mackie the results of his trip, and 
after a long consultation it was decided that 
the bodies already found should be taken 
trom the 7 where they were lying and 
taken on the strejchers to the bottom of the 
main shaft, where they were to be boxed and 
kept until midnight, when they were to be 
taken up and removed to the Braidwdod 
dager for the inquest, 

he permanent searching party was then 

chosen, consisting. of 8 men di- 
vided into squads, as explained elsewhere. 
The first squad was to go on at midnight, 
and at once begin to raise the bodies to the 
surface for transportation to the morgue. 
The question arose during the evening as to 
who should see the bodies.

Texas Lands, 

Austin, Tex., March 24.—[Special.]— 
The Texas State Senate today passed a bill 
authorizing the location of land certificates 
held by Texas veterans in Greer County, 
known as the territory in dispute between 
Texas and the United States Government as 
the protector of the Indian Territory,situated 
between the north and south forks of the Red 
River and containing 1,600,000 acres of fertile 
land well watered. ‘The bill protects the State 
against responsibility for loss to the settlers 
in the event of their dispossession by the 
United States Government, its object being 
to carry into the United States Court 
the question of .determining the true 
— , Congress having refused to create a 
commission for that purpose. The dispute 
grew out of the question of which fork of 
the Red River constituted the boundary. 
The United States Government maps give 
the north fork as the true boundary, based 
upon a line supposed to have been run by a 
joint commission appointed to make the 
survey; while on the part of Texas it is 
claimed from the testimony of one of the 
Commissioners on its part Suat the boundary 
line was never run by the commission; and it 
is turther claimed that according to the 
treaty of cession between Mexico and Texas 
the main fork, which appears to be the north 
fork of the Red Riv er, was made the bound- 
ary line. The outsanding certificates will 
cover about 100, 000 acres, and are to be locat- 
ed in sections ut a square mile, with alternat- 
ing sections for the benefit of the public 
schools.

LANSING, Mich., March 24.—[Special.]— 
The Senate passed the following Senate bills:

special order for Thursday, April 5. The 
bill as now amended exempts the Upper 
Peninsula. A large lobby will be on hand to 

carry the bill as amended or defeat its pas- 
sage in any form.

The Socialistic Labor Party Pays a 
Tribute of Mespect to Carl Marx, 
Discasses Politics, and Site Down on 
% Dynamite Dusey. 

The Socialistic Labor party met yesterday 
afternoon at No. 54 West Lake street to cele- 
brate the deeds of Carl Marx and to consider 
the advisability of placing in nomination a 
city ticket. In honor of the occasion the 
hall was decked with bunting and on the 
walls were mottoes—such as: No Titles to 
Land,” Liberty, Fraternity, and Equality.” 
A wide band of black bunting, in the centre 
of which was a portrait of the renowned 
socialist whose praise was the object of the 
gathering, extended the width of the room. 
The meeting at once proceeded to discuss the 
political outlook. 

Morgan made a lengthy argument in 
opposition to the nomination of a city ticket. 
He said there had been a time a few years 

ago when the efforts of the party had met 

th success, but an abnormal condition of 
things was the cause. The independent vot- 
ers were subject to a wave of excitement 
which passed over the country. This 
condition of things had passed away, 
and under the present social and 
political status of affairs he considered 
their chances utterly hopeless. ‘They 
were not numerically strong enough to fur- 
nish ticket-peddlers and challengers at the 

163 precincts of the city. The expense in- 

volved was also an important consideration, 

and he considered ‘their party completely 
disfranchised under the present political 
system 

A committee of five was appointed on po- 
litical action. 

Paul Ehman gave an epitome of Carl 
Marx’s lite, and closed with a warm tribute 
to his efforts to advance Socialism. 

Julius Vahiteuch, ex-member of the Ger- 
man Reichstag, then spoke at length in Ger- 
man. He gave a sketch of Marx’s works, 
and in conclusion appealed to the audience 
to agitate in the spirit of Carl Marx, and to 
remember his watchword: “ Workingmen 
of all countries, unite.“ 

„Dynamite Dusey then obtained the 
floor and gave vent to an inflammatory 
speech, during which he characterized the 
Stars and Stripes as a dirty rag,” and pro- 
nouhced the Emperor of Russia “the fore- 
most reformer of the age.“ Mr. Morgan de- 
nounced Dusey as a bloodthirsty anarchist, 
who was opposed to the propaganda of So- 
.cialism, and moved that the section repudiate 
Mr. Dusey’s utterances, as they placed the 
principles of the ee before the people in a 
wrong light. his induced a general 
wrangle, te which several participated, 
Dusey several times reiterating the state- 
ment that he was an anarchist. The Chair 
finally refused to recognize him. and Mor- 
gan’s motion prevailed. The Committee on 
Political Action then presented the follow- 
ing resolution: 

Wrereas, The people in their social and 
political condidop are at present badly dis- 
organized, largely due to diesensions caused by 
designing men with ulterior purposes; and 

WHERBDAS, The system of vuting is now so 
organized that the mipority cannot express it- 
self without great expense to the few; there- 


fore, 

Resolved, That we recommend that no polit- 
ical action be taken this spring by the party asa 
whole, leaving each district to act according to 
its best judgment. 

A recommendation was added that a com- 
mittee be appointed to prepare a memorial 
to the Legislature asking that the system of 
voting be changed. As a substitute a reso- 
lution was offered favoring the nomination 
of a full ticket. After a long discussion the 
substitute was tabled and the original reso- 
lution prevailed, the additional recommenda- 
tion being concurred in. 

Mr. Kempke stated that the Republicans 
were going to put Chris Meyer on the North 
Town ticket for Assessor, and, on motion, 
the North Side Socialists were privileged to 
concur in the nomination. 

Mr. Meyer explained that he had not de- 
termined to accept the nomination before 
consulting with members of his own party. 
He wanted it understood that he would not 
run on a Republican ticket, wg as aSocial- 
ist. His action was approved by the meet- 
ing, after which it adjourned. 


A Piea for the Use of Brute Force as a 
Remedy for Socialistic Eviis. 

There was a mass-meeting of workingmen 
held yesterday afternoon in Nutzhorn’s 
Hall, No. 636 Milwaukee avenue. Mr. Au- 
gust Spies addressed the meeting. Ile at- 
tempted to show how the existing social 
— abundant wealth on the one side, 
and the poverty and destitution on the oth- 
er—had been brought about by the private 
ewnership of land. Its abolition was its 
only remedy. By peaceable means however 
it could not be done. Brute force had cre- 
ated private property, and brute force alone 
could abolish it. He advocated organization 
and revolutionary action. Michael Schwab 
add the meeting in German, as the 
majority of those present were of that na- 
tionality.

As appeurs to be usual in such cases, the bank- 
ors stated their intention, if the man came into 
their power, of biting bim to death and eating 
bim afterward; and there is no doubt they 
would have bitten their debtor's servant severe- 
ly had he been given into their bands.

. ROADS IN BELGIUM AND ILLINOIS. 
Some very timely information about the 


construction of wagon-roads in Belgium 
is given in one of the recent Consular reports 
of the State Department by United States 
Consul Tanner, of Liege. The extraordinary 
exhibit made to the Illinois Legislature on 
Friday of the sinking of $5,000,000 a year in 
money and labor on the good-for-nothing 
mud roads of Illinois makes Consul Tanner’s 
sketch of the perfection of the Belgiah roads 
and the ease with which in all weathers 
horses and even dogs draw immense loads 
especially interesting. 

The little Kingdom of Belgium is divided 
into nine provinces, and each of these has its 
Bureau of Roads and. Bridges, whose Ohief 
gives his undivided attention to the mainte- 
nance and improvement of the highways, 
Heavy grades are carefully avoided by good 
engineering. Washing is prevented by thor- 
ough paving at the points where it would 
be likely to begin. Where washing is not to 
be feared the roads are made of 
gravel. In most cases the roads 
are built of stone, and sometimes of stone 
covered with gravel. This latter is a favor- 
it construction. It gives the best travel, be- 
cause the jolts and noise of a paved road are 
avoided, and the wear and tear are less. 
When the roadway is of stone this is broken 
into blunt wedges four or five inches square, 
which are uniform and regular in size, and 
quickly laid, and as qulekly taken up. Dirt 
is placed over the stones, and a roller is passed 
over and over until all the stones are well 
settled and the crevices are filled with dirt. 
It results from the gare and thoroughness 
with which this work is done that the public 
roads in Belgium enter into successful com- 
petition with the railroads. It is, says Con- 
sul Tanner, one of the commonest sights in 
Liege to see a wagon arrive with merchan- 
dise from Brussels, which is sixty-two, or 
from Antwerp, which is seventy-two 
miles distant, with an enormous load of mer- 
chandise, which is drawn that distance by 
one horse, The wagon itself is more than 
two horses could draw in this State aftera 
heavy dew. Dog-carts come to Liege laden 
with beef and other products of the farm 
from points distant twelve or fifteen miles. 
Two persons return in the cart. 

Consul Tanner is familiar with the roads 
of the West and South, and declares there is 
only one of them that would be dignified in 
Belgium with the title ot road. That is in 
the Valley of Virginia. The complete an- 
tithesis of the wise economy with which the 
Belgians spend money freely on their roads 


| isto be found in the spendthrift parsimony 


of une of the most beautiful of our Southern 
cities where Mr, Tanner last winter fead a 
glowing account in one of the newspapers of 
a horse having been smothered to death by be- 
ing mired in the mud, and this in one of the 
principal streets of the town. 

We do not propose to insult the intelli- 
gence of our Legislature or of its constitu- 


| ents by arguing in favor of the importance 


of good roads. Butone very practical fact 
is brought ont By Consul Tanner, He has 
been informed, he says, by a great many 
emigrants that they will not go to a section 
were there are bad roads. They always post 
themselves pretty thoroughly about the part 
of the country they mean to go to. They 
will not settle in a place where they are to 
be mud-bound five or six months every year. 
His warning to sections that desire to attract 
immigrants that they must first provide good 
roads is directed particularly to the South, 
but it has its point for Lilinvis, which is by 
no means fully settled, and especially wanis 
to capture its share of the most valuable 
population that is moving into the West— 
that of the American farmers who are leav- 
ing the East for richer fields, 

The very fertility of its stoneless soil is the 
great cause of the miserable roads of this 
State, Which for months at a time prevent 
the products of this fertility from reaching 
market. If we had the hard and stony 
ground of Massachusetts we would have 
better roads, but we would not have the 
stuff to move that now clamors for transpor- 
tation. Important as is the question in this 
State of. railroad regulation, it is not as 
pressing as that of the regulation of the 
wagon-roads. Few people stop to think that 
everything that goes by rail has first to move 
over the wagon-roads. The railroads show 
that they appreciate this by their offer to 
transport free of charge any materiais for 
the improvement of them. They lose a great 
deal of business for the lack of access to 
them at all seasons. Most of it must come 
at one time if not at another, it is true; but 
with our roads as they are now it all comes 
at once, to the great detriment of the farm- 
ers and the railroads. 

The passage of the Hogan bill is the least this 
Legislature can do to hasten the improvement 
of the highwass of Illinois. The money and 
labor that is now spent on the roads of the 
State is well-nigh all wasted. We are build- 
ing roads withont a foundation or a system, 
and every bad season they slip back into their 
primeval mud. A suggestion was made 
some time ago by one of our correspondents 
that seemed wise and practical. It was that 
the convict labor of the State be turned into 
breaking stone and making roads. Here is a 
new work in which this labor can be em- 
ployed to the great advantage of the com- 
munity and to the complete silencing of the 
complaints of the free labor of the State that 
they are undersold and impoverished by the 
intrusion of convict competition. 

This sentence from Consul Tanner’s report 
we commend to the profoundest considera- 
3 — of the Legislature and the people:

BISHOP MACNAMARA’S EASTER.

As there 
are no pews there is no scrambling to see 
who shall get the best. As there is no debi, 
there is no need for sociables, stra wberry fes- 
tivals, lotteries, Oriental bazaars, Rebecca’s 
wells, grab-bags, or any other of the mild 
forms of adventure and entertainment usu- 
ally relied upon to fill up the treasury. He 
never has any trouble with that constant 
source of disquiet and ever-present 
illustration of depravity~—the choir. He is 
his own choir, consequently there is no ir- 
regular conduct behind the curtain, and no 
jealousy about the solos. As he is not con- 
fined much to his study and does not have to 
make social visitations his health is robust 
and his church does not need to send him to 
Europe for his bronchitis hor to the mount- 
ains for his dyspepsia. Under such circum- 
stances as these, there is no reason why 
Bishop MacNamara shou!d not be as happy a 
nfin in his peripatetic church as a snail in 
Its shell. True, he does not fare quite as hand- 
somely as some of our other heretics, but he 
has advantages which even they do not en- 
joy, for they are more or less hampered with 
conventionalities and subject to popular crit- 
icism. Not a lily that blossoms this Easter- 
tide is freer than he. Certainly no man, cler- 
ical or lay, had a happier or more exultant

NOT LIEE OTHER PROPERTY. 

The temper of the modern common carrier is 
very prettily exemplified in the note addressed 
the other day by C. P. Huntington of San 
Francisco and New York, of the Central Pa- 
cifie and the Chesapeake & Ohio, to the 
Tennessee Legislature. The lawmakers of 
Tennessee have been deliberating upon the 
advisability of setting up a Railroad Com- 
mission like those of Georgia, New York, 
Massachusetts, and a score of other States. 
Thereupon the King,” who desirés no other 
forces to enter his world of transportation 
than those of Natureand his own will, writes 
a communication to Col. E. W. Cole, in- 
tended for the diseipline of the Legislature, 
in which he says: 


I should never invest another dollar in the 

State in railroads if hey are to be treated dif- 

nds of property, and I 

cannot believe that any law will be passed dis- 

criminating against railroad property in the 

State when such property is more conducive to 
the best interests of the State than any other. 


This means that the syndicate of which 
Huntington is the spokesman will build no 
railroads in Tennessee unless they are left 
untrammeled by any assertion by the State 
of its sovereign and immemorial] right 
to compel all common carriers to ob- 
serve their obligation under the laws. ‘They 
iusist that public corporations controlling the 
public highways shall be left to themselves 
as if they were persons like other persons, 
and as if their property were like other prop- 
erty. 

This assertion that common carriers are 
subject to no restrictions not also applicable 
to other business-men and that railroads are 
not to be regarded as different from other 
property is not a new one. It is the theory 
on which I{untington and his associates have 
run the Central Pacific, and on which Van- 
derbilt and Gould and al! the strong“ men 
of the railroad world would like to be al- 
lowed to administer the control of all the 
highways of the country. Under this theory 
the Huntington Central Pacific has, according 
to the official declaration of Goy. Kinkead in 
his last messsage to the Nevada Legislature, 
made the people of that State the victims 
of an injustice in the matter of transporta- 
tion charges that is weli-nigh intolerable.” 
It is by this theory that the same man and 
his fellows have, according to the official 
statements of the Surveyor-General of 
Nevada, made rates that destroyed young 
manufacturing enterprises struggling into 
life in Nevada, for the reason that if goods 
were made on the ground the road would 
lose the transportation on them from the East 
and from Califorma. Huntington’s Central 
Pacific corporation also informed the farmers 
of Elko County that if they assessed the 
property of the corporation in that county 
any higher than the figures named by the 
road it would ship grain from California 
into their own local markets at rates so low 
that their crops would be unsalable even to 
their neighbors, 

This theory was stated in its most aggress- 
lye and offensive form by Leland Stanford, 
Huntington’s partner, and the President of 
the Central Pacific, in a communication 
which he sent to the Chamber of Commerce 
of New York. He denied in substance that 
the railways were public highways and com- 
mon carriers deriving their existence from 
the State, and asserted that they owed no du- 
ties to the public other than those of the 
merchant, the farmer, or the laborer. -He re- 
pudiated the idea of State regulation, which 
he said was on a par with the principles of 
the Communists. As to the decisions of the 
Supreme Court he declared that the agita- 
tor Kearney advocated no ‘doctrine with re- 
gard to property more atrocious than the 
principles embodied in the I. e decis- 


ions a the laws 
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of Severs. Liuntington and. 
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‘Stanford taken ‘together rise to the very 
ecstasy of insolence, considering that their 
enormous fortunesare the result of the gift 
to them from the State of charters with 
almost unlimited privileges, and of tens of 

lions of acres of public lands, and tens of 

Nions of dollars in money. The citizen 
who, bearing these facts in mind, can read 
these utterances of the creatures of his 
bounty without flamime into anger must be 
a very equable person. 

Railroad property is not like other prop- 
erty, either practically, or legally, or histor- 
ically, or in any other light in which it might 
be regarded. if it is like other property, 
like the farm by its side, then its owners may, 
if they choose, operate it or not. ‘The tarmer 
need not plow. The railroad, according to 
Huntington, need not run its trains. The 
farmer may charge what he chooses. 80. 
says Stanford, may the railroad. These 
men by the favor of their fellow-citizens get 


possession ot the highways of travel and 


traffic and then say to their creators and vic- 
tims, we will do as we please with “our 
property.” 

The people of Tennessee will be perfectly 
safe in repelling the reptilian embrace which 
has caught Nevada in such a deadly grip. 
Huntington and Stanford do not monopo- 
lize the capital and enterprise of the world. 
Every civilized nation except the United 
States has a national regulation of the rail- 
roads in force. More than twenty States in 
the Union have Railroad Commissions. In no 
case have they been aught but a conservator 
of railroad welfare. In their last report the 
Railroad Commissioners of Massachusetts 
say: No one here has ever enforced a pen- 
alty against a railroad corporation for dis- 
crimination. No one whose case was proved 
has ever failed of redress when he sought a 
more peaceful remedy before the Commis- 
sioners.”’ 

Railroad capital is safer ina community 
where the common carrier and the people 
mect before a tribunal! like the Railway Com- 
missions of Great Britain and a majority of 
the States than in a community where the in- 
solent and purse-proud despotism of beg- 
gars on horseback like Huntington and 
Stanford defies the historic rights of the 
public and angers the lower depths of the 
population into Communistic storms like 
those which have swept over California, and 
will ravage a wider area if the Central Pa- 
cific and other great corporations do not 
learn in time that they cannot continue for- 
ever to keep themselves outside the law and 
keep the people inside the law. 


THE EASTERN MONEY STRINGENCY. 

The remarkable stringency of the New 
York money market, indicated by the pay- 
ment of pawnbrokers’ rates of interest for 
call and short-time loans, must find relief in 
some other way than by drawing on the re- 
sources of the United States Treasury. As- 
sistant-Secretary French, to whom the Wall- 
street demands were referred, has decided 
that the condition of the Government reve- 
nue does not Warrant any further calls of 
bonds at present, nor the anticipation in pay- 
ment of interest due on May 1. The only 
sop throw to the speculators is the promise 
to anticipate the payment of interest due on 
Apri! 1 (amounting to about $7,000,000), but 
the issue of such an amount only a few days 
earlier than it would come out in regular 
order will probably have no appreciable 
effect on the market. It would be more 
reassuring to the public if the refusal to ac- 
commodate the speculators had been based 
on the broad ground that the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury has neither the 
legal nor the moral right to manipulate the 
Government finances for the benefit of any 
particular class, This would have served as 
a standing notice to Wall street that it must 
take care of itsown affairs. The Treasury 
decision in the present instance, however, is 
so far in the right direction that it may be 
hoped the Government resources in the fut- 
ure will not be placed at the disposal of 
speculators. 

The money stringency in New York is 
partly artificial and partly natural. Te the 
extent that capitalists may have locked up 
money for reasons of theirown, itis arti- 
ficial, To the extent that the money bas 
been withdrawn from the New York banks 
for distribution among the farmers of the 
West and South in payment of exchanges, it 
is natural, legitimate, and proper. The 
money stock of the country has not been 
diminished. It is growing steadily with the 
contributions from abroad during the last 
few weeks. The stringency in the specula- 
tive circles of New York is due mainly to 
the fact that the money is in the hands of the 
people who have earned it, and that is just 
where it ought to be, So long as this shall 


continue to be the case there will be no dan- 


ger of a panic or eyen hard times, The peo- 
ple will have money enough to buy what 
they want, and the merehants will experi- 
ence no difficulty in making their collections. 

Whether the action of the Treasury will 
result in the unloading of a large line of 
stocks upon the market by people who can- 
not raise the money to carry them any long- 
er, which would result in a material depres- 
sion in prices, will depend upon the present 
control of the stock market. If it is in the 
hands of the Vanderbilts in speculation there 
is not much likelihood of a serious flurry in 
prices; if the impecunious speculators are on 
top they willgo to pieces and the market 
with them. It is a matter of no great conse- 
quence to the people at large, for the sub- 
stantial interests of the country are not af- 
fected by the successes or reverses of the 
stock-jobbers. The mass of the people are 
only lookers-on at the Wali street gambling, 
and generally they are not even interested 
spectators. 

Occasional stringency in the money mar- 
ket of the kind which has prevailed en New 
York during the last few weeks is not only 
not injurious to the country, but actually 
beneficial. It is an efficient check on over- 
speculation. It calls a halt not only in Wall 
street, but throughout the country, upon 
those who are rushing headlong to ruin by 
overproduction, unprofitable enterprises, ex- 
pansion of credits, wild competition, and 
other elements of prosperity. It seryes the 
useful purpose of a corrective. If the 
country can be guaranteed a healthy money 
stringency once in every year or two, which 
shall set men at balancing their books and 
warn them to proceed more co vatively 
in business and in speculation, it wi have 
the best possible assurance of protection 
against another panic and the ensuing hard 
times. The credit system of this country 
needs a periodical check in order to curb 
the extravagances and excesses naturally in- 
cident to it, and so long as the check falls 
on stock speculation the country is doubly 


the gainer. 

THE statement contained in the Springfield 
correspondence of THe TRIBUNE recently to the 
effect that Fred Hunt, a convict recently dis- 
ebarged from Chester Penitentiary, bad made a 
practice of forging soldiers’ discharge pavers 
for money, was incorrect. Hunt forged one set 
of papers for a friend,” was detected, ar- 
raigned, pleaded guiity, and was sent to Chester 
for two years. His conduct there was exem- 
plery, and he won the regard of the Warden and

THE FOURTH PRESBYTERIAN. 


The Victory Over Death—4 Sermon by 
the Rev. Dr. Johnson. 

At the Fourth Presbyterian Church the 
exercises were in keeping with the day. The 
decorations were elaborate and elegant, con- 
sisting of a display of rare flowers and ever- 
greens ubout the altar, which were tastefully 
arranged, and which seattered their fra- 
grance throughout the vast auditorium. 

The Kev. Dr. Jobnson, the pastor, preached 
in the forenoon to a very large audience, and 
the choir rendered several selections which 
had been arranged for the occasion. The 
reverend gentleman took for his text the 
words: 

For as in Adam all die, even soin Christ shall 
all be made alive. But every man in bis own 
order: Christ the first-fruits; afterward mey 
that are Christ's at His coming.—I. Corinthian, 
v., 22, 23; 

The speaker commenced his discourse by 
saying that death was sure to come to us all, 
and that it was no mark of courage to speak 
lightly of it. Everybody naturally clung to 
life, but not always for the joy it gave, from 
which he argued that seif-murder was selt- 
contradiction, and the common suicide was a 
moral monstrosity, There was such a thing 
as victory over death, but it did not consist 
of calmness on the death-bed, in the last 
hours of life, for the culprit on the seaffold 
and the soldierin the army were ordinarily 
calm, but this was not the victory the life of 
Christ taught. In other words, the only vie- 
tory there was was the resurrection, which 
Christ’s dying had assured the world was 
sure tocome. We died, and soul and body 
separated, but it was not until we put on the 
immortality that the triumph would be com- 
plete and thorough and victory certain, 

From this the reverend gentleman went on 
to say that the text taught the theory of the 
resurrection, and that it was beyond the 
power of history or logie to successfully 
deny that great doctrinal truth. Where 
death was absolute, as in atree, for instance, 
there was Do possibility of a new life, but 
Christ having been the first vietim of deuth, 
and the first fruit of the glorious resurrec- 
tion, there was no room to doubt His teach- 
ings, nor the evidence and assurances that 
as He had risen from the tomb so would His 
people. Christ’s resurrection, he maintained, 
was but a sample of what was to follow, and 
it would not be a spiritual ‘rising, as some 
had contended, but an actual rising of the 
material body. It might not be that the dust 
ot our bodies would be gathered together in 
that great day, but we would arise in our 
identity, with practically the same bodies, 
except that as Christ's body had taken 
on immortality, so would ours. In life 
our bodies changed, but never lost their 
identity, and so it might be in death; but 
when we were called from the grave our 


bodies would be material, immortal, free 


from disease and corruption, and full of 


power, 

The speaker, in conclud his eloquent 
sermon, referred to the time of the resurrec- 
tion and the coming of Christ, saying that 
those who had gone. before us were asleep 
in Jesus as disembodied spirits, which was 
an intermediate state. No one could answer 
the question as to when Christ would come, 
but when He came it would be to take ven- 

eance on the disbelievets and to reward His 

ollowers, and for the redemption of the souls 
and bodies of His people, which were alike 
precious. It would then be that death would 
be swallowed up in victory, that the tene- 
ments of the earth would be purified 

that on incor- 
ruption mortality immortality. 
There were no sweeter words 
than “I am the resurrection and the life,” 
and there was no higher duty we owed to 
ourselves than to honor our bodies, whieh 
were atter Christ's image. We should also 
adhere to the faith taught by the doctrine of 
the resurrection, believing that we are to live 
in Heaven in ourown identity and in ma- 
terial form.

Adar is the twelfih month in the Hebrew 
sacred year, but in the Jewish civil calendar 
it is the sixth month. Adar may begin as 
early as Feb. 15 or as late as March 25. The 
word Purim is believed to Save been de- 
rived from the Persian word pur (lot), be- 
cause Haman had fixed the day for the mas- 
sacre of the Jews by lot.

The State 
engineers have full faith im its ability to 
stand the severest strain, ‘The river has 
been making inroads upon the new levee at 
Bonnet Carré, and parties have been sent up 
to watch itand communicate at once to this 
city any signs of caving until the river falls 
again so as to come within its natural 
banks. There cannot but be much uneasi- 
ness. A break at Bonnet Carré now would 
wash away miles of railway track and cutoff 
Northern railway communication with this 
city, while acrevasse at Laurie would place 
the city under water.

Quiet and Steady Exchange 
Firmer.

FINANCIAL. 


The local money market was only moderately 
active on Saturday. Country orders for cur- 
rency were rot large, and general business con- 
tinues quiet. The applicants for money with 
which to carry property were numerous enough, 
and were easily accommodated, the banks bav- 
ing a liberal supply of loanabie funds. The 
bank rates remain steady at 6@7 per cent. 

Two officiais of prominent New York banks have 
articies in the last Public on bank loans and the 
present money stringency in Gotham. The first 
remarks that there seems to be a disposition 
on the part of the press to criticise the inability 
of the banks to accommodate their merchant 
dealers, charging that they prefer to use their 
money on call at higher rates than to discouut 
tor them. He fails to see any ground for this 
charge, and says that the trouble is that the 
merchants, aided by the note-brokers, have 
fallen into the habit of making any quantity of 
single-naime paper, selling one of these notes to 
take up another maturing. When periods of 
close money occur conservative banks 
are not going to help these people. 
if the com mission-houses would not 
allow these quasi cash buyers to 
bulidoze them, and when they want credit make 
them give their paper, the writer feels sa tisfied 
that any legitimate merchant would get all the 
money be required. 

A President of one of the New York banks 
characterizes asa false notion the impression 
abroad that the banks are declining to discount 
commercial paper, but are jetting Wall street 
bave all the money. He says an active mone 
market is due to sundry causes, which ban 
olticers do not create and are wise if they hap- 
pen to foresee. New York banks loan at all 
times in Wall street in order to have at interest 
subject to demand sometbing in excess of the 
required idle reserve. This money is oftener 
joaned at an unproutable rate than at a profit- 
able one. When money os to the country for 
moving, crops or other reasons, or when tne 
United “States Treasury accumulations bave 
Jessened the actual cash employed in New York, 
the banks are drawn upon, and they necessarily 
reduce their loans. Wall street, therefore, is 
the first to note money activity. 

The customers of banks, the depositors, have 
acknowledged claims upon their banks in pro- 
portion to their balances in account. A bank 
will discount for its customers or dealers with- 
out regard to preyailing rates in proportion to 
the value of the account. It cannot in this 
sense be said that the banks have refused to 
discount, and the banker who has done so may 
expect to lose his customer. Competition 
among the banks insures that strong posinon to 
the depositor. New York, however, is a reserve 
city, and large balances accumulate, for which 
profitable employment must be found it pas- 
sibie. The city’s banks have more money 
to lend usually than their regular cus- 
tomers want and the surplus is in excess of 
the demands of the stock- brokers. The effort to 
use it largely in Wali street is the cause of the 
low rates there. Buta portion of these funds“ 
must seek other investments. The commercial 
paper brokers bere step in. These brokers the 
merchants intrust their notes without security 
for sale, and the banks buy them as so mucn 
merchandise. The name of the buyer is nor nec- 
essarily known tothe maker of the paper. In 
times when money is very plenty “prime 
names’’ sell at low rates,and bankers prefer 
them to loaning on demand in Wall street at 
still lower rates. Thus the rates forcommercial 
paper fluctuate, though they are steadier than 
demand rates in Wall street. A faiiure to see 
the future leads to overinvesting, and as the 
deposits begin to decline the excess re- 
serve is called in. Wall street has to

Whben this is the case t would be unwise to con- 
tinue the purchase of commercial paper, but the 
bank sbouid have means to meet the reasonable 
needs of its good customers or dealers. The 
commercial broker, however, is out of work, 
and the merchants who are dependent_on the 
market for their paper suffer, though thé banks 
are not to biame. The banks are not now refus- 
ing to discount for dealers, but they are gener- 
ally refusing to bur commercial paper. Some 
of them &re discounting for needy dealers in the 
present tightness, largety bevond the just claims 
of such dealers. Thisis done without grum- 
bimg. Discounting tor these dealers means 6 

r cent or less, though acceptable paper could

BANKING IN CHICAGO AND Sr. LOUIS. 

The following article, admitting the superior- 
ity of Chicago as a banking centre, appears, 
strange to say, in the St. Louis Republican of the 
24 inst.: 

“ There are thirteen National banks in Chicago 
now, and, unless the number has been increased 
since the reports made last December, their 
statements published this week show a very 
creditable increase of business, the aggregate of 
capital, surpius and undivided protits being 
about a million and a half and of deposits dbout 
two and a half millions greater than at the end 
of December. It is a notable fact that, al- 
though Chicago bas a number of strong 
State banks and private banking  institu- 
tions, including branches of such powerful 
corporations as the Bank of Montreal, its 
National banks alone control considerably more 
loanable money than all the twenty-four banks 
of St. Louis. They do not show quite so much 
capital, reporting in December last $11,127,202 
capital, surplus, and undivided prolits, and last 
week $12,625,065, whereas in December the whole 
uggregate of these items in St. Louis was only 
$15,492,964. Yet, with about two and a quarter 
millions less capital they controlled in Devem- 
ber nearly tweive millions more deposits, show- 
ing $54,152,650 to $42,361,861 by all — St. Louis 
banks, while the statements of last week show 
$56,607,634 in the thirteen Chicago banks. 

“ Deposits are so largely due to loans, increas- 
ing naturally every time a loan is made. that it 
might be fancied that the Chicago banks get 
their advantage in deposits through a greater 
extension of their loans than the St. Louis banks 
are willing to consent to; but when it is noted 
that in December the Chicago banks reported 
about four and a quarter miliions less and in 
last week about three-quarters of a million less 
in loans than the St. Louis banks reported in 
December, it is easy to see that these thirteen 
Chicago banks really have a great deal more 
money at their command than all the St. Louis 
banks control. In December the total 
loans of the St. Louis banks were $41,628,480 
whereas the Chicago banks reported only $37,- 
415,924 in December, ind $40,838,375 last week. 
This interesting fact is proof positive that the 
available money at the command of the mer- 
cantile community of Chicago is considerably 
greater in proportion to the business of the city 
than what we have in St. Louis. The figures for 
the privute or State banks in Chicago are un- 
fortunately not obtainable, but tne capital of 
the thirteen National banks so nearly approxi- 
mates the St. Louis figures that the busis of 
comparison is a fair one as it stands, it pot be- 
ing probable that the private and State banks 
were under the line at the dates of the aNtional 
bank statements. 

Taking the figures given, it is demonstrable 
that these’ thirteen Chicago banks have had, at 
the dates of the statements compared, between 
$5,000,000 and $6,000,000 more loanable surplus 
than the St. Louis banks bad at the end of last 

mbe?. The Chicago banks held a 44 per 
cent reserve in December, and last week 43 per 
cent, whereas in December the St. Louis banks 
had only 34 per cent. Assuming that a reserve 
of % per cent is enough for safe banking, the 
St. Louis banks had * „615.787 loanable woneys 
at their disposal in December, and the tnirteen 
Chicago banks bad $6,828,865 loanable surplus at 
that date and $7,303.447 at tne time of last week's 
Statements. In each case‘ they bad used some- 
thing less than five-sixths of their jloanabie 
means, so that the amount remaining at their 
command was amply large enough to make the 
market very easy. Considering how much more 
money was available for use on commercial pa- 
per belonging to banks other than National and 
to be had through the medium of brokers, it is 
not difficult to see why money is to be had at an 
average rate of 1@2 per cent lower than has to 
be paid ia St. Louis, or believe the substantial 
correctness of this statement in despite of the 
tendency among many of the officiais of local

ern scientific view of morals. There were two 
views of ethics—the theological and the scien- 
tific. The two conceptions were opposit and 
antagonistic, and yet, ufderlying, there was an 
element of truth. The doctrines of predestina- 
tion and free will were then considered. The 
dogma pertaining to the creahon of the 
world like the doctrine of morals had 
a basis. But ail attempts to explain 
them were sy bolical and unsatisfactory. The 
science of words consisted in a knowledge of 
tbe relations which man should bear toward his 
tellow-men and the natural world. If man was 
u creature of evolution it did not follow that 
any new principles of morality bad been discov- 
ered. Morality was a system. of principles, and 
man learned morality only by experience. The 
whole history of man seemed to have been one 
ot martyrdom. Bitter experiences had taugt 
him. e had — N to avoid pain and to se- 
cure all the possible pleasure. He had learned 
that there were certain courses of conduct 
sufe to pursue, which were character- 
ized as moral. The security of life was 
the primal iaw of the social organism. Hence 
penalties were attached to murder. Laws were 
also required against theft witbout gd refer- 
ence to theological considerations. e same 
law applicable to organic life was also applica- 
ble to morals. As the intellect developed, 
retiection helped the man to distinguish more 
clearly those courses of conduct which be could 
with safety pursue. The * did not regard 
conscience as the voice of The conscience 
might be very imperfect, warped by circum- 
stances, and so was not an infallible 
voice. The moral sense never told us 
what was right or wrong. Judgment 
and education regulated man's conduct. 
The word “ougbt” was not supernaturally in- 
corporated into the nature of man. It grew out 
of bard experience and implied regret. Some 
men took genuine enjoyment in giving away 
money. The enjoyment grew out of a leasant 
experience in the line of benovelence. orality 
was the betterment of man. Some claimed that 
we could propititate the deity. There was a 
great difference in the views of religion. One 
thinker had called religion superstition in fasb- 
jon. Superstition bad been detined as religion 
out of fashion. To be continually laying up 
stores in Heaven was just as selfish as to lay up 
stores bere. It was an evidence of sagacity or 
selfishness if it was anything, The morality of 
a God would be in correspondence with the 
morality of the believ ers in that God.

FASTER FLOWERS. 
SOME DETAILS AS TO THE DEMAND, AND 
SUPPLY. 

From the hour Lent sets in until the week pre- 
ceding Easter Sunday the florists’ trade dwin- 
dies down to almost nothing, and so with joyful 
hearts they hall the approach of the festival, 
for with it comes the renewal of activity in their 
business. On Easter morn the.icburches of al- 
most every denomination are resplendent in 
fioral loveliness of artistically- wrought designs, 
composed of the most rare and exquisit flowers 


and plants that can be obtained. But little that 
is artificial is used in the composition of these 
floral decorations, the demand being almost 
entirely for fresh buds and biossoms of 
the most expensive kind. The beautiful 
display of flowers that adorns the 
various altars on Easter Sunday are the result 
of much labor and considerable outlay of 
money. Besides the large quantity of flowers 
that are required in church decoration, there is 

nan large demand for different designs, — le 
2 a smull bouquet to the most costly an 
elaborate pieces that are known to the florist’s 
art, to be used as Easter offerings by gentiemen 
to their lady frieuds. In additionto the lurge 
number of flowers that are annually grown in 
the greenhouses in Chicago, a considerable 
percentage of those that are composedin the 
‘decorations are importations from sur- 
rounding cities, but it is impossible 
tosupply the demand, although every green- 
bouse attainable is tuxed to its utmost capacity. 
At one of the large wholesale florists in the city 
a TRIBUNE reporter was informed that they had 
been utterly unable to supply more than one- 
half of their customers during the last week, as 
the demand had been larger than any previous 
week for some time. it was stated that they 
had disposed of 10,000 carnationa, 4,000 roses, 
3,000 byacinths, 3.000 lilies of the valley. 300 
candidum, 350 calla tilies, 1,500 violets, and 1.000 
strings of ‘smilax. In order to gain some idea of 
the number of flowers that were used in Easter 
floral offerings and displass the reporter visited 
eight of the largest retail dealers in the city the 
latter part of last week. The majority of them 
were found to be almost buried in flowers, buds, 
and vines, and so completely engrossed in the 
work of weaving them together in artistic and 
beautiful shapes that they could scarcely find a 
spare moment in which to give the necessary in- 
formation. All. bowever, were of the opinion 
that there would be a sale tor every flower, bud, 
aud leaf that could be obtained. They said that 
the winter season had not proved a profitable 
one for them, Owing to the scarcity of flowers 
and the unusual stagnation of social 
events, 80 that they were using every en- 
deavor to make the Easter demand repay 
them so far as possibie for the losses that they 
had sustained. The combined sales of the eight 
florists will foot up vearly as follows: Carna- 
tions, mostly white, which are so largely used in 
all floral work, 20,300; roses of all kinds. includ- 
ing the golden pearl. nipbetos, bon silene, saf- 
frano, mermet, and Cook’s, 15,000; the fragrant 
English violets, 19,000; byacinths, 7.900: the can- 
didum lilies, the favorit flowers for Easter (but 
this year very scarce), 1.200; calla lilies, 1,580; 
tulips, 3.600; lilies of the valley. 3.- 
700: together with countless pansies. belio- 
tropes, sweet alyseums, margerites, camelias, 
beronias, daisies, geraniums, and other bios- 
soms. In all floral displays of any extent the 
smiiax figures largely, and of this useful vine 
some 1,480 strings of an average length of six 
feet were disposed of. This, of course, is but a 
small proportion of the vast quantity of flowers 
used yesterday, but will give some idea as to the 
drafts made on the greenhouses for Easter dec- 
orations.

Murder Trial.

WHEATON’S ACQUITTAL. 

BLOoMINGTON, LIL, March 25.—[Special. ]— 
The verdict * Not guilty” in the case of the 
People vs. Dwight Wheaton, on trial for 
the murder of James O' Neil, which was pub- 
lished by Tar Tripune today, did not ex- 
cite much comment iu this community. It 
was generally thought that the prosecutian 
had not in their possession sufficient testi- 
mony to convict, and soit proved. Several 
of their most important witnesses failed to 
testify to what was expected. One had died 
and one or two were unable to be present. 
The jury on the first ballot stood ten for ac- 
quittal and two for conviction. In an hour 
they had agreed upon a verdict of Not 
guilty,’’ and all are satistied that under the 
evidence they made proper decision, It was 
a most peculiar case. The only witness 
whose testimony if accredited could convict 
Wheaton is Mrs. Wheaton, who tive years 
agoat the grave of James O’Neil made a 
most sensational confession to the murdered 
man’s brother and friends, fully charging 
Wheaton with the murder. She being Whea- 
ton’s wife could not of course be put on the 
witness-stand against him. There is quitea 
large class of persons who have always main- 
tained that O’ Neil was killed, not by Whea- 
ton, but by his wife, though no motive 
for her doling the deed has been clearly as- 
signed by any one. It is generally conceded 
that O’Neil’s death was caused by’a bullet 
from the pistol found in Wheaton’s house, 
though it seems quite certain that it will 
never be satisfactory shown whose hand fired 
the fatal shot. Wheaton left the court 
room about midnight last night a free man 
accompanied by his friends, and took a stroll 
about the city. Today he attended Easter 
services at the Episcopal Church, accompa- 
nied by his sister from Indiana, who has 
been deeply devoted to him from the begin- 
ning. 

DEATH OF A WELL-KNOWN GRAIN-MAN.

ANN ARBOR LAW SCHOOL. 
ANN Ansor, Mich., March 23.—[Special 
Correspondence. |—The law students of the

university are all “torn up” over the action 


of the faculty of the Law Department in re- 
questing the Clerk of the Supreme Court of 
the State not to issue certificates to any mem- 
ber of the department excepting such as 
might be recommended by them (the 
faculty). From the time that the department 
was established the graduates have pre- 
sented themselves at the bar of this 
8 County Cireult Court 
or admission, and after examination. 
usually of a very superficial character, have 
been admitted to practice. Once admitted to 
the bar, the aspiring limbs“ were accus- 
tomed to send their certincates of admission 
with a fee to the Clerk of the Supreme Court 
ot the State, and were regularly furnished 
witn a certificate from that court. This last 
certificate was valuable, inasmuch as. the 
holder could go to any other State in the 
Union and be admitted to practice in such 
States on motion. So easy has the process 
been by which the graduates of the depart- 
ment secured admission to the bar 
that many members of the Junior 
class have during the last few 
years mingled with those who took the reg- 
ular two-years’ course and have slipped 
through the examinationin good shape, and 
were also granted the much-coveted Su- 
preme Court certificate. It was to head off 
this crowd of sharp Juniors and incompetent 
graduates (the diplomas given such belng 
evidence only of attendance at lectures) that 
the taculty decided to have cértificates issued 
only to such as they (the faculty) should rec- 
ommend. During the present term of court 
about 225 ͤ Foung lawyers were examined, and 
very few of that number were plucked. 
Of the 225 at least fifty were young men 
who had attended but one year’s 
lectures, and the faculty, fearing 
either that the attendance at the department 
would be lessened by making lawyers of 
juniors, or that the standing of the profession 
would be lowered by turning loose a lot of 
incompetents, decided upon the course indi- 
cated above. 
Arne action of the faculty, it is needless to 
say, caused considerable surprise. At a 
meeting of the senior class, held a few days 
since, a petition, signed by ali the members 
of that class who were admitted on exam- 
ination, was handed Judge Cooley asking 
that Supreme Court certificates be granted 
them. 
SUDDEN DISAPPEARANCE. 

Detroit, Mich., March 25.—[Special.]— 
George M. White, for many years past bouk- 
keeper for Messrs. Abbot & Ketchum of this 
city. suddenly disapbeared, and no tidings 
of his whereabouts have been received up to 
this date. Mr. White’s business matters 
have been found correct, anid no cause what- 
ever can be assigned for his disappearance 
excepting that he must have been laboring 
under an aberration ofthe mind. He was 
five feet eight and a half inches high, 
weighed 180 ponnds, stout, dark complexion, 
black eyes, dark mustache, and had ona 
black felt hat, black overcoat, dark vest, and 
high shoes. Mr. White was very domesti- 
cated in his habits, and a distracted wife and 
four little children await information of him 
from any place he may have been last seen. 

A GIRI COMMITS SUICIDE BY DROWNING. 

BATTLE CREEK, Mich., March 3B.— [Spe- 
cial.I—On the lith day of December last 
Anna E. Prosser committed suicide. For 
some time past she had been proufinently 
mixed up in a scandal, which so preyed upon 
her mind'as to render her despondent. At 
various times she endeavored to take her 
life by the aid of chloroform. Her mother’s 
subsequent death by suicide rendered her 
still more desponding, and on the nightabove 
mentioned she ran to the Kendall street 
bridge and jumped off and into the river be- 
fore she could be restrained. Nothing has 
since been discovered of her body until yes- 
terday about noon, when two trappers down 
the Kalamazoo River discovered the body 
wedged in between two logs about four 
miles below the city. ‘The body was lying on 
its face, mostly under water, one hand 
convulsively clutching a handful of hair that 
had been torn out from her head in the ter- 
ribleagony of the last moment. The body 
was taken from the water and convered toan 
undertaker, and aftarwards turned over to 
the friends of the décé@ased. The funeral was 
heid today. Large numbers of people were 
in attendance and mournfully followed the 
remains to the tomb,

IOW A. 
THE AMENDMENT CASE. 

Drs Mornes, Ia., March 24.— [Special. 

There seems to be a general misunder- 
standing regarding the status of this case be- 
fore the Supreme Court. The press through- 
out the State is of the opinion that it is not 
yet decided that there will bea rehearing of 
the case—that the court has not yet decided 
the motion for a rehearing. It is not gener- 
ally known that the last Legislature changed 
the rule in regard te this matter. Under the 
former statute theré were no oral arguments 
before that court. Petitions for the rehear- 
ing of a case must be printed, and the argu- 
ment printed must be attached to the peti- 
tion. If the court demur therefrom 
an order was made to the Clerk to give notice 
to the opposit party to reply to the petition, 
and after receiving the reply either affirmed 
or reversed its former ruling. But under 
the new statute the party desiring a rehear- 
ing has only to file a petition therefore set- 
ting forth the authorities upon which itis 
based, and giving notice that they desire to 
make an oral argument upon the same. No- 
tice isalso to be given to the opposit party. 
When this is done, We has a rehearing as a 
matter of right. The court has no discre- 
tionary power to refuse it, and the Clerk must 
enter it upon the decket for the next term, 
beginning not less than twenty days after 
the filing of the petition. The matter, there- 
fore, will be argued and determined at Dav- 
enport the first Monday in April, the court 
having so ordered. It is possible the decision 
of the court may not be given until the Du- 
buque term. The question now before the 
court willbe that of jurisdiction, it being 
claimed by the attorneys for the amendment 
that itis a political question, belonging ex- 
clusively to the Legislature and the goed aes 
over which the courts have no control what- 
ever. This point was not raised at the for- 
mer hearing of the case, the main point then 
being whether or not the Legislature 
had followed the rules prescribed 
by the Constitution in adopting the amend- 
ment. The court held that the journals 
showed it had not. But what constitutes 
the journals or record is a mooted question, 
and the court overloeked one statute which 
clearly defines that, and which may possibly 
lead to a different opinion on that point. It 
is understood the court at Davenport will, as 
it did here, open the door wide to all at- 
torneys who may wish to argue the question, 
that the fullest possible exposition of the law 
and decisions of the courts may be had. 

ORDER REVOKED. 

DusvquE, Ia, March 24,—[Special. * 
dispatch was received by Congressman Hen- 
derson stating that the recent order of Gen. 
Ilazen discontinuing the signal-service sta- 
tion here has been revoked, and Dubuque 
will remain as heretofore one of the stations. 
This decision was made at the request of 
Senator Allison and Mr. Henderson.

DAVENPORT, la., March 25.—([Special.]— 
At 10 o’clock touignt an unknown, middle- 
aged, medium-sized woman was seen to 
jump!from the bridge over the Mississippi 
into the water twenty feet below.

WISCONSIN, 
ROBERT K. POTTER DEAD.

HOWLING DERVISHES, 


Extraordinary Penitential Ceremonies 
ofa Fanatical Sect in New Mexico— 
Sickening ‘Tertures inflicted by the 
Miserable Enthusiasts in Honor of the 
Lenten Season. 

Denver, Cola., March 24.—The Hermanos 
Penitents, a fanatical religious sect number- 
ing about 2,000, in the Territory of New Mex- 
ico, who believe in the periodical atonement 
of sin by inflicting on their bodies agonizing 
tortures, were organized within the Roman 
Catholic Church, but Archbishop Lang, 
shocked by their barbarous cruelties, pro- 
mulgated a decree banishing them from com- 
munion. Their numbers have greatly 
thinned since, and they now inhabit princi- 
pally but four counties in the Territory. 
Great care is taken to prevent the discovery 
of their identity by spectators, and 
all are masked while conducting 
tne annual penance, Devolpes often 
travel hundreds of miles to undergo 
the prescribed torture. Los Griegos, a small 
village near Albuquerque, boasts of a body 
of penitents, but the factis known only by 
the brutal ceremonies taking place there 
every year. This morning the ceremonies in- 
augurated by an introductory procession 
containing about thirty men and women. 
The process of purification by torture began 
atl0o’elock. Five men naked to the waist, 
barefooted, wearing black robes, with hoods 
completely concealing their identity, were 
seen to issue from the adobe lodge-house of 
the sect, led by the master of geremonies 
carrying a veritable cat-o’-nine-tails. Two 


huge wooden crosses weighing 20 pounds 
each 4 — placed on the naked shoulders of 
two of the self-torturers. The sharp edges 
cutting into the naked flesh caused blood to 

spurt outand drop to the gronnd, One pen- 
itent produced a sharp goad, which he 
thrust into the flesh of his fellow-sufferers 
from time to time while the procession moved 
up the street to a wild gibberish chant in 
Spanish. Halting once, the crosses were 


transferred to the other shoulders, attendants ! 


applying rawhide whips mercilessly, each 
blow taking off the skin and bitsof flesh. The 
procession took its way to a place half a mile 
away. During the march not a groan was 
heard or a word spoken, but just before 
reaching the goal, a small adode hut, an or- 
deal was encountered that tried the nerves of 
the boldest. For some. distance re the 
door cacti plants had been strewn thickly on 
the ground, and as the barefoot- 
ed cross-bearers approached it one 
hesitated. instatnly half a 
whips descended on his bare shoulder, 
and with a bound he sprang into the cacti. 
Every step was marked with blood, and as 
the torture grew more terrible the chant 
grew louder and the thongs fell with more 
vigor. Reaching the door of the house they 
were lost sight of, sentinels guarding the en- 
trance, and only broken whips and pools. of 
blood bear witness to what transpired with- 
in. Issuing from the house the procession 
reformed, returned to the house of worship, 
and so the horrifying exercises continued, 
one batch of penitents succeeding another 
until night, when a grand processiq@@ard 
chant wound up the exercises for the day. 
During these marches to and from the house 
of refuge the scene was at times too sieken- 
ing for description. Powerful men submit 
ted their bodies to the most merciful flaglel- 
lation until, in some instances, the bare 
muscles were seen quivering with every 
blow. The whole proceedings were a sav- 
age attempt to honor the Easter season. 
Hitherto the law has made no attempt to 
check the wild exercises, although onee a 
penitent who threw another bearing a cross 
into the river near San Juan and drowned 
him was lynched by the infuriated wituesses.

That this was the truth any one 
who could have seen him at work yes- 
terday afternoon would not for a mo- 
ment doubt. He was all over the stage 
at once, giving directions here to 
the stage-hands, throwing out suggestions 
there to the singers, and giving instructions 
to all who asked them., If his work is nota 
suecess it will only be because hard work can 
accomplish nothing. 

The huge, empty auditorium was dimly 
lighted from the-windows, and the stage was 
lit by a bunch light near the orchestra.
